It frequently occurs that upon the introduction of a coin of new value, 
type or design, the dies first used prove unsatisfactory to those in authority 
and undergo slight modifications. This was the case with the reverse die of 
the quarter dollar of 1892, with the result that we have two die varieties of 
this coin, which I believe have never been recorded, though known to many 
collectors. 

The design is a heraldic spread eagle with an olive branch in claw to left 
and a bunch of arrows in that to right; from the beak floats a ribbon with the 
motto, ‘“‘E Pluribus Unum.”’ Thirteen stars of five points are arranged 
above. Inside the rim on lower portion are the-words, “QUARTER DOL- 
LAR,” occupying about one-third of the circle, while in the upper two-thirds 
separated from the lower by periods, are the words, ‘“‘UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA,” the eagle wings extending to the top of and partly covering 
same.

I have found quarter dollars struck from die 1, of no other date than 1892, 
in which year both dies were used at the mints in Philadelphia, New Orleans a 
and San Francisco, and none are rare. Sewers 

There exists a peculiar quarter of this year, struck with die 2. wiiehs if 5 
found in fine condition, is interesting. The rim of planchet being ‘beveled 
with edge thin, the milling forced back the metal, causing the face of rim 
become concave, with serated edges, in place of flat, as is usually found.

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NEWPORT, R. I., COIN AND MEDAL CLUB. 


The twentieth regular meeting of the club was held at the rooms of the 
Historical Society on January 17, subject, the coins and medals of Guiana 
and Brazil. . 

In the cabinet of the Historical Society there are two sous of Cayenne, 
French Guiana; half-stiver of British Guiana; and of Brazil, ten-reis of 1878, 
1805 and 1820, twenty-reis of 1824 and 1869, forty-reis and eight-reis of 1830, 
and 960-reis, in silver, of 1824. 

It being the annual meeting, the following report was presented by the 
secretary: 

Report of the secretary of the Newport Coin and Medal Club for 1898:— 
The club met in the rooms of the Historical Society at half past three o’clock 
on the first Tuesdays in January, February, March, April and May. The 
meetings were then, according to custom, suspended until the autumn. 
Owing to somewhat unusual conditions of 1898, the first autumnal meeting 
was deferred until Tuesday, November 17, and the meeting on the first Tues- 
day in December was adjourned until a vday (owing to the illness of various 
members, etc.) 

The subjects for the past year have been as follows: 

The Coins and Medals of the British American Maratime Provinces. The. 
Coins of the British North American Islands. The Coins and Medals of the 
West Indies. The Coins and Medals of Mexico. The Coins and Medals of 
Central America. South American Coinage, commencing with that of Ven- 
ezuela and Columbia. 

_Various member and friends of the society have exhibited coins and med- 
als, etc., etc., many of which have been described and discussed during the 
meetings, in addition to the topics of the day. 

The club has also received many valuable donations of books, catalogues, 
papers, clippings, medals, coins, etc., etc., which have been acknowledged by 
the secretary, and of which mention will be found in the printed accounts of 
the club’s meetings, as given in the Newport Herald.

Mrs. Sarah H. Chace, the librarian, also reported very fully the additions 
in her department during the year. 

Dr. Storer continued his description of the medals of Rhode Island. Nos. 
51-56. Major General Gouverneur Kemble Warren (1831-83), U. S. A., of 
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Newport. Obverse. Military bust, to right. Beneath shoulder: W. H. Key’

With six reverses: The Fifth Corps’ ‘badgé, a’Maltese cross, with inscrip- 
tion Commander of the Corps, Army of the Potomac. (Forobert Catalogue, 
No. 6070.) Trophy, and names of battles.’ Return of Pennsylvania flags (Ibid 
No. 5012, reverse). Pennsylvania Volunteers (Ibid.,.No. 4950).. F.C. Key & 
Sons (Ibid., Nos. 5007-8). New York State Volunteers. Silver, brass, bronze, 
white metal, 38 mm. Four of the above are in the collection of Warren Post, 
G. A. R., of Newport, and the Barker, two in the Sisson, and one each in the 
Storer and that of the Am. Num. and Arch. Society. The first of the above 
medals was exhibited by Dr. Storer. 

The president deposited in the library the numbers of the Numismatist for 
June and July, 1898; and exhibited illustrated catalogues from Dr. Eugene 
Merzbacher, of Munich, and H. S. Rosenberg, of Hanover. 

The catalogue of the sale of duplicate coins and medals of the Historical 
Museum at Berne was received from Messrs. Strochlin and Lade of Geneva, 
another, illustrated, from J. Hirsch of Munich, a third from B. Baer of Herts 
and a copy of ‘‘Antiquarian Gossip’’ for September, 1898, pounce numis- 
matic notes, from Mr. Phillip Whiteway of London. 

Rubbings of the medal commemorating a disastrous explosion of gunpowder 
at Breslau in 1749, were presented from the collection of Dr. W. S. Disbrow 
of Newark, N. J.; and others from Dr. B. P. Wright of Utica, N. Y., of the 
medal of 1764 of the Society of Surinam, Dutch Guiana, and of the 20-reis 
of 1889 of the Republic of the United States of Brazil. 

Mrs. Chace exhibited the following Brazilian coins: 40-reis 1820 and 1828, 
80-reis 1822, and 10-reis 1805. . 

The very beautifully illustrated work by Mr. Julius Meili of Zurich upon the 
medals of Brazil was shown by the president, who also exhibited metallic im- 
pression of the following rare Brazilian medals: of the ‘‘Detention House,’’ 
attached to which is a hospital, of the city of Pernambuco (Rolfe); to Profes- 
sors Motta Maia and Giovanni of Rio de Janeiro, Jean Martin Charcot of 
Paris, and Mariano Semmola of Naples, for medical attendance upon the em- 
peror in 1888, to Dr. N. Touzet, 1856, of Petropolis, near Rio; to Dr. H. Naege- 
ly of Rio, 1871, from the Societe Belge de Bienfaisance; to Dr. Oscar Bulhoes 
of Rio, 1890; to Dr. Domingos Freire of Rio, 1887; to Jose Maria Teixeira and 
Vito Pachgo Laus, 1889, for services during yellow fever at Campinas; to Drs. 
Jose Justino de Mello and Joso Evangelista Espindola 1889, for similar service 
at Paranagua: to Jose Augusto, Fructuos Gil Goncalves, and Jose Maria 
Fernandes, for the same during smallpox at Pirahy, and to Dr. G. L. Drognat- 
Landre of Rio, 1873. He also showed a drawing of the medal of the Medico- 
Chirurgical Acadamy of Rio, 1826, and the token of Granado & Co., pharma- 
cists, of Rio de Janeiro. 

A communication was presented from the Numismatic Society of Holland, 
relative to a medal of its president, the late Th. M. Roest, of Leyden. 

A letter was read from Dr. B. Wright, of Utica, desiring the attribution 
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of a rare conjuror’s medal rubbings of which were sent, bearing the legend, 
in Latin, ‘‘The world wishes to be deceived; let it be deceived.’’ This was 
discussed by Mr. Amory Austin and the others present. 

Miss Powel presented an engraving of a modern adaptation from an an- 
cient Greek medal of Alexander, the casque being an elephant’s head and 
trunk. 

The donation was announced. from Mr. A. C. Zabriskie, of New York, of 
the beautiful medal by Tiffany, & Co., recently struck by the American Nu- 
mismatic and Archaeological Society in commemoration of the consolidation 
of the municipalities about the port of New York. In accordance with the 
rules of the club, the medal! will be placed in the collection of the Historical 
Society. 

Attention was called to the donation that had been made by Hon. Daniel 
B. Fearing, to the cabinet of the Historical Society during the summer va- 
cation of the club, of English Maundy money, and coins of many foreign 
countries, now current, all of them in nearly proof condition. 

Subject for the next meeting: *‘The Coins and Medals of Bolivia and 
Peru.”’ . 

The twenty-first meeting of the club was held on February 21st, at the 
rooms of the Historical Society. Subject: The coins and medals of Bolivia. 
and Peru.

and of Peru, four-reals 1835, quarter-real 1797, centavo 1864; and five-centavos. 
1879.

The librarian announced that the Numismatischer Vekehr of Leipsic for 
January, and the catalogue of the Ropes collection by the New York Coin 
and Stamp Company, had been received and that the Numismatist for Janu- 
ary had been added, upon deposit by the president. Attention was called to. 
the portrait of Mr. Charles J. Rodgers of British India, in the latter. 

A circular was read from Mr. Paul Charles Stroehlin and Dr. Lade of 
Geneva, to the effect that their Combtoirde Numismatique would be hereaft- 
er conducted by the latter. } 

A large photograph was exhibited by the president, who was indebted for 
it to Mr. J. B. Hubbell, Field Agent of the American National Red Cross, of 
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a portion of the medals presented to Miss Clara Barton, the American Flor- 
ence Nightingale, in recognition of her services in the cause of humanity. 
‘They are as follows: Red cross decoration from the Queen of Servia; honora- 
Ty badge, in gold and diamonds, of the National Woman’s Relief Corps; iron 
cross of merit from the Emperor William and Empress Augusta of Germany; 
Red Cross, and cross of amethyst pearls, from the Grand Duchess of Baden; 
testimonial from the German American Soldiery, for services in the Franco- 
German war; silver medal from the Comite International de la Croix Rouge; 
gold cross of remembrance from the grand-duke and duchess of Baden; 
Masonic badge; silver medal from the Empress Augusta; and badges of the: 
Grand Army of the Republic and Woman’s Relief Corps. 

It was mentioned that Mr. Rocco Barone, having disposed of all the coins 
previously exhibited for him to the club, had now obtained a few others. 

Miss Powel presented a silver four real piece of Potosi, Bolivia, struck un- 
‘der Carlos II of Spain, in 1806; and in behalf of Miss Mary Galvin; a Norwe- 
gian two-ore piece of 1889. These, by the rules, will be transferred to the 
cabinet of the Historical Society. 

Miss Powel also exhibited a seal, with bust presumably of Gen. Wolfe; and 
wave detailed descriptions of the seals of the U.S Naval Academy at An- 
napolis and the Military Acadamy at West Point. The latter was designed 
by one of the professors at the school; the former by Mr. Park Benjamin; as 
well as that-of the class of 1867, of which he was a member. 

Mrs. Chace showed the Peruvian dos-centavos 1878; Bolivian four-sols in sil- 
ver, struck at Potosi, in 1830; the one-sol bank note of the Peruvian Compa- 
nia de Obras Publicas; and a campaign badge in silk of Clay and Frelinghuy- 
sen in 1844. ; 

Mr. Amory Austin exhibited the latest U.S. silver certificate for one dollar 
with blue seal instead of red; and the silver fifty-centimes of France for 1898, 
- bearing elaborate groupings by Oscar Roty. Mr. A, J.Swan commented upon 
the florid designs by the French engravers of the present day, and compared 
the piece in question with the medals of the French Exposition. 

The president exhibited the following medals in bronze; of the laying of 
the corner stone of the new hospital of the Santa Casa de Misericordia at Rio 
de Janiero. Brazil, in 1840; the foundations of the new Italian hospital at 
Lima; and in memory of Drs. Auguste Nelaton and Ferdinand Zanatti, from 
the Italian residents of Peru, in 1862, for their surgical treatment of Giuseppe 
 Garabaldi. He also showed the Heruvian centavo of 1864; and a rubbing of 
the medio-centimo struck at Lima in 1885, from Dr. Wright, of Utica; and 
rubbings of a pharmacist’s token, the ‘‘Antigue Botica Francesca” of Lima, 
for a real, these having been taken for him by the late Dr. J. W. Barstow, of 
the City of Mexico. 

Subjects for the next meeting: The coins and medals of Chili and the Ar- 
gentine Republic. 

The twenty-second regular meeting of the club was held on March 7th at 
the rooms of the Historical Society. Subject for discussion, the coins and 
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medals of Chili and the Argentine Republic.

Nos. 62, 63 and 65 were exhibited. 

The librarian announced the receipt, from Messrs. Spink & Son, of London, 
of Adolph Weyl’s beautifully illustrated catalogue of North and South Amer- 
ican coins and medals to be sold on April 11, and from Messrs. Frederick 
Muller & Co., of Amsterdam, a statement of the proposed dispersal of a 
famous collection of antiquitses and other objects of art, to take place at. 
Bois le Duc, Province of Brabant, Holland, during the present year. There 
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will be no less than twelve different sales, all of them at the ancient castle of 

Heeswtjk, and they will comprise coins and medals, old pictures, sculpture, 

ancient armor, old china, old glass, old gold and silver-work, musical instru- 

ments, wrought iron and other metals, instruments of torture, old furniture, 

and books of original MS. relating to the history of Brabant. This collection 

has been made by successive generations of the Van Den Boogaerde family, 
one of whom was Governor-of Brabant. 

The president exhibited the engraving of a very striking and otherwise, 
most interesting medallion of Franklin, in terra cotta, by Jean Baptiste Nini 
in 1777, which is now offered for sale by Messrs. Spink & Son, of London. 
The Hidtory of this piece is remarkable. Executed from life at the porcelain 
works of Le Ray, proprietor of the Castle at Chaumont, near Blois in France, 

_ a number of specimens, carefully encased, were shipped to America in 1779. 
The vessel was wrecked on the French coast, but a portion of the packages 
were saved and carried to the custom house at Nantes. There they remained 
for fifty years, forgotten and unopened, until 1830. They were then disposed 
of fora trifle to the French Naval Department. It is but recently that their 
importance and value have been recognized. Interesting remarks upon this 
addition to the memorials of Franklin were made by Miss Powel. 

Miss Powel and Mrs. Chace presented Numismatic clippings, for preserva- 
tion by the librarian. 

A letter was read from Mr. R. W. McLachlan, of Montreal, curator of the 
Canadian Numismatic and Antiquarian Society, and a communication was 
presented, relative to an important sale of Greek, Roman and Medieval coins, 
on April 17, at the Sangiorge Gallery, in the Borghese Palace, at Rome. 

Mrs. Wm. A. Roddan exhibited Peruvian half-sol 1888, struck at Lima, 
and Bolivia two-reals 1887, struck at Potosi, both in silver; Mrs. Chace, Chil- 
ian two-and-a-half centivos, silver, 1886; and on behalf of Mr. A. O'D. Taylor, 
jr., who had for several years been resident at Buenos Ayres, there was 
shown the Argentine fifty and twenty centavos, 1892, twenty do., 1883, in 
silver, and two do. 1884, and one do. 1895, in copper; and also a number of 
Brazilian bank notes and or Argentine minor paper currency. 

The president exhibited centavos 1851 (two varieties) and 1853, of Chili; and 
of the Argentine Republic, Buenos Ayres 5-10 decimo 1827, and decimos 1822 
and 1823. He also showed pharmacists’ tokens of Callao, Peru, issued by M. 
Rojas and Rafael Ballests; and photographs of the gold badges worn by the 
graduates of the Newport Hospital Training School tor Nurses, and by the 
externes or ladies who have attended a special and shorter course of instruc- 
tion. They both bear the Geneva cross emblem of relief to the wounded and 
sick, and on the latter of them there are poppy heads, symbol of forgetfulness 
of suffering, in the angles of the cross. 

The president made remarks upon the reprehensible system, condemned by 
all scientitic numismatists of ‘‘muling’’ coins and medals, by which the ob- 
verse die of one is used with the reverse die of another wholly different, thus ~ 
forming a composite often contradictory and always misleading, with the re- 
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sult that the facts of history and biography are mis-stated, confused and 
stultified. Rubbings of a remarkable and excessively rare instance of this 
had been sent to the club by Dr. B. P. Wright of Utica, and were exhibited 
the obverse bearing bust of Hippocrates, at left, with staff of Aesculapius 
back of the shoulder, and the legend: Archaetypus Hic; while the reverse 
represents an irradiated pole bearing a human head, with four men of high 
and low degree dancing round it, and in the exergue two cornucopias, the in- 
scription being: Tree of Liberty. Now this obverse is by E. Dubois of Paris, 
and is that of the medals of the medical societies of Marseilles and Toulouse 
(Storer, Medals of Natural Scientists, Proc. of Newport Nat. His. Society, 
1892), while the reverse is that of one of the ‘‘seditious’’ half penny tokens 
struck in 1795 by Thomas Spencer of London, its original obverse represent- 
ing a cock vanquishing a lion, with the legend: Let Tyrants Tremble at the 
Crow of Liberty. (Neumann, Kupfermunzen, IV, p. 285, No. 26028); the cock 
and lion, emblems of France and Great Britain having doubtless been intend- 
ed to signify that the British monarchy should go down before the spirit that 
was then rampant in France. Some have thought that the head upon the 
liberty pole, soon after the decapitation of Louis X VI. was to represent that 
of George III, but Newmann suggests that it was rather that of the second 
William Pitt, who though at first in sympathy with the French revolution- 
ists, subsequently suppressed the rebellious movement in England with ex- 
treme severity. It isan interesting question as to whether this mule was 
really made at the time of the French and English internal disturbances at 
the close of the last century, the French obverse having been purposely ob- 
tained to represent continental sympathy with the London agitation, since 
Marseilles was a hot bed of revolutionary ferment, or in reference to Morat 
and others having been medical men; or whether it may have been a mere 
chance combination, at a later period, for the purpose of affording a novel 
and puzzling mystification to collectors.

COIN COLLECTING. 


[J. C. MINTER, IN ANTIQUARIAN GOSSIP] 


No other hobby, perhaps, when once commenced, possesses so great a fasci- 
nation as coin collecting, and there are many things to induce one to take it

up. It isaclean hobby, the specimens do not perish, it requires no vast 
amount of room and the tyro can commence ina very humble way, at no 
great risk of initial expense. * 
He can first collect the current coins of the realm and then either obtaife 
those in circulation in other countries, or coins which, in remoter periods, 
passed in his own. If he does the former, it must of necessity give him wid- . 
er and clearer views of the world, its geography, its customs and its rulers, 
for in those coins he has something tangible, which will do more to impress 
upon his memory facts in connection with countries and people, than a vast 
amount of study would do without them. 
And what significance coins possess! They help us to build up the history 
of the past; they remain to us while the peoples which used them have passed 
away. On them we get the likeness of their rulers, their temples, their gods. 
They bear the impress of the character of the people. The Greek coins are 
things of beauty, which we have not succeeded, in many respects, in surpass- 
ing yet. The Roman coins are indicative of war. And, to come down to 
those of our own time and country, Brittiannia seated by the waves tells of 
our commerce and rule upon the deep. 
Coins have many associations. They make us feel in touch with their 
time. ‘Yes, perhaps Shakespeare handled that one; perhaps Milton, before 
his eyes grew dim, saw that. That may have been one of the very mites the 
widow cast into the treasury; that the one Christ asked whose superscription 
it bore.’? And so they link us with the past, and are tokens of the power and 
yet the frailty of man.

Beginning with March the Russian government introduced Russian coin- 
age into Finland, and will insist that all old Finnish coins be returned to the 
mint and removed from circulation. 

This measure, taken in connection with the recent rescripts of the czar for 
increasing the Russian army in Finland, and with the proposal of making 
the Russian language obligatory in the University of Helsingfors and in the 
schools of the province, robs the Finns of all hope of perpetuating their na- 
tionality.

In the national museum at Washington is an interesting collection of the 
coin; of Bible lands. Coined money did not circulate among the Israelites 
previous to their return from the Babylonian captivity, but specific weights 
of gold and silver were used in commercial transactions from a very early 
period and the term ‘‘shekel,’’ which is the name of the piece of money most 
frequently occurring in the Bible, literally means ‘‘weight.’’ Some _histori- 
ans attribute the first coinage to Ezra, but the earliest Jewish coins known 
were struck by Simon Maccabeus about 146 B. C. _Greek and Roman money 
was current in Palestine. | 

Among the coins in the museum are shekels of silver of the first issue at- 
tributed to Simon Maccabeus. The design represents on one side a cup of 
manna, with a legend: ‘‘Shekel cf Israel.’’ On the reverse is the budding 
rod of Aaron, with the legend: ‘‘Jerusalem the Holy.’? The value of the 
coin in our currency is about 64 cents. . 

The “widow’s mite” is a coin of copper issued by Alexander Jannzus (105 
to 178 B. C.), bearing a wreath of olives, with the inscription: ‘Jonathan 
the High Priest and the Confederation of the Jews.’’ On the reverse are 
two cornucopias and the head of a poppy. The mite was the smallest current 
coin in the time of Jesus, and its value was about one-eighth of one cent. 
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There is also a coin issued by Herod Antipas, tetrarch of Galilee, who be- 
headed John the Baptist, to whom Jesus was sent for examination by Pilate. 
Agrippa, the last Jewish king, issued a bronze coin, of which there is an ex- 
ample. It was he with whom the apostle Paul had an interview in the 
pre enoe of the Roman governor, Festus. 

The coin found by Peter in the mouth of a fish and used to pay the 
temple tribute for Jesus and himself was a ‘‘startar,’’ of which there are two 
specimens in silver, issued at Antioch, bearing the words ‘‘Cesar Augustus,’’ 
under the head of the first Roman emperor, and on the reverse a figure of 
Tyche, the genius of Antioch, with her foot on the river god Orontes. 

There are also in the museum collections of coins struck by Alexander the 
Great, king of Macedonia, who is mentioned by Daniel; also coins of Babylon, 
Damascus, Tyre, Sidon and other ancient cities, and one of the most inter- 
esting objects is a child’s savings bank made of pottery, with a slit in the top 
through which money was dropped. It was found by Dr. Thomas Wilson, of 
the Smithsonian institution, while excavating in the ruins of Ostia, a sea- 
port of Ancient Rome, in 1886, and contained 145 silver coins issued from 200 
to 19 B. C.. so that it is presumed that the bank was buried a short time be- 
fore the Christian era.

WE extract the following from The Daily Standard Union, Brooklyn, N. Y., 


of April 14th: 


Prof. Edouard Frossard. who passed away Wednesday, was born abroad, 
came to this country when but a young man and began life as a teacher in 
Brooklyn. It was just at this time our civil war broke out, and, although of 
foreign birth, there was none more ready to give his life, if necessary, for his 


adopted country. He enlisted as Sergeant Major with the Thirty-first New 
York Volunteers, served with great honor and was promoted to First Lieu- 
tenant, Captain, Acting Colonel, being intimately associated with the late 
Calvin C. Pratt, of Brooklyn. He was detached for special service as a mem- 
ber of a general courtmartial at Fort McHenry, and was soon after made 
Judge Advocate. He was injured and ina hospital at Mary’s Heights for 
several weeks. Some time after the close of the war he went to Irvington- 
on-Hudson and opened a large private school, having among his pupils the 
sons of prominent and wealthy men. It was during these years, when de- 
voting his life and time to literary work that he became interested in the 
study of numismatics. He became absorbed in this study and decided to 
make it his life work. Hesoon came to this city and became the greatest 
coin expert in the United States. It is within the last few years that Prof. 
Frossard became the owner of the stupendous art collection, the work of 
John Trumbull, containing many exquisite miniatures on ivory. Prof. 
Frossard was a man of unusual ability; editor of ‘‘Numismat,’’ a paper de- 
voted to coins; professor of French at the Y. M. C. A., Manhattan; art con- 
noisseur, linguist. and author. He was a member of the U.S. Grant Post No. 
327, Brooklyn; a member of Solomon’s Lodge No. 196, KF. and A. M., Tarry- 
town, N.Y. The professor was a man greatly beloved, of magnetic charac- 
ter, courteous in manner, gifted in intellect, honest in business dealings—a 
man of noble life. Services will be held at his late residence, 221 Lexington 
aol Friday evening at 8 o’clock. Members of U.S. Grant Post will at- 
end.
